POLICE FOCUS 
ON CAMERAS 


PARTS of Oxfordshire will 
see more number plate 
recognition technology used 
to fight crime. 

Police in Cherwell plan to 
"invest heavily" in the static and 
movable number plate 
recognition systems to catch 
criminals using the roads to 
commit crime. 

Officers have not yet said 
how much cash will be 
invested, but the force plans to 
focus on number plate theft. 

Victims often only find out 
their registration has been 
misused after receiving a letter 
demanding payment of a fine, 
or when police want to question 
them about a crime. 

Motorists are being 
encouraged to protect 
themselves against number plate 
theft by fitting free anti-theft 
screws, which are virtually 
impossible to remove once 
fitted. 

Sgt Elizabeth Bell said: 
"Number plate theft should be 
taken seriously, as they are often 
used on vehicles to steal fuel 
from petrol stations, to evade 
speeding fines, conceal a stolen 
vehicle, or used on getaway 
vehicles in more serious crimes. 

"There should be no doubt 
how seriously we view all car 
crime and our commitment to 
tackling it. 

"We are hoping that this

event will reinforce this security 
message to motorists. It only 
takes a thief a couple of minutes 
to steal your number plate, but 
it could cause you a lot of 
problems." 

Superintendent Colin Paine, 
Cherwell and West Oxfordshire 
commander, said he planned to 
use technology to the advantage 
of police and would "invest 
heavily" in number plate 
recognition systems to catch 
criminals using the roads to 
commit crime. 

He said: "In this area it's 
difficult to commit a crime 


without a car." In January the 
Banbury Cake reported on an 
award-winning scheme aimed at 
tackling petrol thefts in 
Cherwell, which could be rolled 
out to other areas. 

The Vehicle Identity 
Protection Scheme was 
introduced in Banbury, as well 
as Bicester and Kidlington, last 
April after the amount of 
number plate thefts and fuel 
forecourt thefts shot up by 246 
per cent. 

In its first six months, police 
saw dramatic reductions. 

Between April and June, 

2012, there was a 67.4 per cent 
drop in number plate thefts and 
a 44.3 per cent fall in the 


number of people filling up 
their cars with fuel and driving 
off without paying. 

As part of the initiative 
Forecourt Watch was set up to 
tackle the problem head-on. 

It saw dozens of garages 
across Cherwell sign up to the 
scheme, in which details of 
stolen number plates were 
passed to them as soon as they 
were reported.

If elected, one of George's first actions 
will be to get to understand the main 
problems, if any, that Hook Norton, 
Wigginton and South Newington have 
as they will be new villages for him in 
the Wroxton and Hook Norton 
Division. 

As a local member who has lived in 
the area all his life, he is aware of the 
geography of villages but will need to 
get to know these parish councils so he 
can work with them in all aspects of 
village affairs. Clearly any new 
developments in any village will put 
pressure on schools and roads which 
will need to be addressed.

FOREIGN drivers have 
left Oxfordshire County 
Council chasing 
£358,290 in unpaid 
parking fines over the 
past four years. 

Now county council 
leaders are investigating the 
most economical way of 
getting the money back. 

The council's transport 
boss, Rodney Rose, said 
Portsmouth City Council had 
hired Euro Parking Collection 
to chase parking tickets it 
issued to foreign drivers. 

Oxfordshire County 
Council now plans to talk to 
that authority about its 
experiences before it decides 
what to do next. 

Mr Rose said: "We want 
to get this money back and 
will look for the most 
economical way to do so. 

"We are talking about 
hundreds of thousands of 
pounds and that could be

used to fill in a lot of 
potholes in the county. 

"I'm going to raise this 
with MEPs in the region 
because there needs to be 
cross-border legislation on 
this." 

London-based EPC gets 
keeper details from the 
foreign country's Vehicle 
Licensing Authority and 
sends letters to owners in 
their native language. 

Spokesman Stuart Hendry 
said: "Not all VLAs will give 
keeper details. For example, 
France don't but the majority 
will." 

Mr Hendry said the 
company ran collections on 
a no-win, no-fee basis. 

He added: "We would 
take about 20 per cent on 
each ticket, so that could 
come to about £70,000 if we 
got all the money back for 


Oxfordshire County 
Council." 

County council 
spokesman Martin Crabtree 
said the council had no 
current plans to use a 
contractor to collect the 
fines. 

He added: "The use of 
such contractors is a new 
initiative and Oxfordshire 
will be interested in the 
results of a trial being carried 
out in Portsmouth. 

"We will continue to 
explore opportunities to 
follow up these charges." 

The total of £358,290 
relates to 6,441 parking 
tickets issued between 
October 2008 and last 
month. 

Department for Transport 
spokesman Melanie Purkiss 
said there were no current 
plans to change legislation to 
make it easier for councils to 
obtain payments from 
foreign drivers.

The men do not know why they were 
fostered, but Ron was sent to Derbyshire when 
he was three, while Fred, just a baby, was 
fostered by a family in Banbury.

in October 2011. I didn't know 
much about it. If this campaign 
was running two years ago it 
would have been so much more 
comforting - it would have 
shown me there are people to 
talk to and that life goes on, as it 
always did. 

"There are down sides to 
dementia, of course, but you get 
through it. I was a little bit 
cautious about getting help 
because I didn't want to be told 
I couldn't cope. 

"But I am not giving up on 
him now. He is back playing 
music, which he hadn't done for 
years and has got all sorts of 
things back in his life." 

Experts say one of the ways of 
supporting sufferers and proving 
they are able and stable is by 
encouraging them to return to 
their hobbies. 

Maria Parsons, the director of 
the Creative Dementia Arts 
Network, supports dementia 
sufferers, including Mr Burrage, 
with music, singing, theatre, 
drama, dance, visual arts and 
crafts. 

She said: "The campaign 
encourages people not to be 
worried or afraid, but to get help 
and ask questions. It proves you 
really can do things you were 


always able to." Mr Burrage's 
sense of humour had obviously 
not changed. 

"I am demented," he said, "it's 
no problem really." 

"I seem to be the same person 
I always was. But the campaign 
is worthwhile. I'm sure a lot of 
people will be helped out by it." 

The campaign, hosted by 
Oxfordshire Dementia 
Empowerment Group, is holding 
one of a series of events in 
Banbury on September 10. 

There, it will invite dementia 
sufferers and carers to discuss 
the syndrome and symptoms 
with experts.

A £3.55m Government handout will be used to plug some of 
Oxfordshire's pothole-damaged roads. 

Oxfordshire County Council has confirmed the one-off sum would 
be spent over the next two years. 

The council allocated the money after central Government 
confirmed what other one-off grants would be received. 

Fears had grown that some of the county's roads would suffer from 


a £1 m cut in the Area 
Stewardship Fund, which local 
councillors often used to address 
highways problems in their 
parishes. 

But the county council 
decided to free up the cash after 
the problems caused by a 
lengthy spell of bad winter 
weather. 

It could not provide a 
breakdown of which roads 
would be repaired first, but 
officials said officers were 
drawing up a plan. 

Spokesman Marcus 
Mabberley said: "Work is 
already under way, in terms of 
determining the detail about the 
nature of such work, and where 
and when it would be carried 
out. 

"The council had been 
waiting to see how many of the 
other grants it receives would be 
cut during the winter and spring. 
This information was not fully 
provided by central Government

until after the council had set its 
budget in February. 

"That information is now clear 
and the council is able to 
allocate this money to be spent 
on highway repairs." 

Officers are now scrutinising 
the type of repair work needed 
to carry out long-term repairs 
and how much it would cost. 

Oxfordshire County Council 
leader Ian Hudspeth said the 
allocation of the £3.55m was 
"good news" for Oxfordshire 
residents. 

He said: "It is an awful lot of 
money and rather than put it 
forward, I know residents would 
want us to spend the money on 
the roads now - to get on with it 
and spend it. 

"We are going to spend 
money now as we understand 
what has happened with the bad 
weather."

I n her recent films, Oscar-winning 
Danish director Susanne Bier has 
meditated on the ability of the 
human spirit to endure all- 
consuming grief. 

Perhaps hankering for some light 
relief, she dons her sunglasses and 
SPF25 for this life-affirming comedy 
set at an idyllic villa on the 
breathtaking Sorrentine Peninsula. 

Love Is All You Need is an 
appealingly frothy confection about 
two damaged souls offered a 
second chance at happiness when 
they least expect but most need it. 

The script, written by Anders 
Thomas Jensen, lacks the subtleties 
and emotional layers of their earlier 
collaborations: Brothers, After The 
Wedding and In A Better World. 

However, feel-good rom-coms 
abide by certain hoary conventions 
and Jensen obliges, including 
repeated blasts of Dean Martin's 
That's Amore on the soundtrack to 
accentuate the flirtatious mood. 

The literal translation of the film's 
Danish title Den Skaldede Frisor is 
The Bald Hairdresser and this 
succinctly sums up heroine Ida 
(Trine Dyrholm), who has 
undergone chemotherapy as part of 
her breast cancer treatment. 

Ida returns home from a check¬ 
up to find her oafish husband, Leif 


(Kim Bodnia), in flagrante delicto 
with blonde accountant Tilde 
(Christiane Schaumburg-Muller). 

It's a devastating blow and Ida 
leaves him to catch a flight to 
Sorrento, where their daughter 
Astrid (Molly Blixt Egelind) is due to 
marry her handsome fiance, Patrick 
(Sebastian Jessen). 

In the airport car park, Ida 
absent-mindedly backs into a car 
being driven by English widower 
Philip (Pierce Brosnan), who has 
thrown himself into his work - fruit 
and vegetable wholesale - 
following the death of his wife. 

It transpires that Philip is Patrick's 
father and is also heading to the 
ceremony. 

En route, Ida overhears Philip 
berating one of his employees on 
the telephone and she scolds his 
rudeness: "I really don't understand 
why anybody will work for you!" 

Her tenderness and honesty are a 
tonic, kindling a spark of attraction 
between the strangers. 

Personal relationships become 
strained when Ida's cheating 
husband arrives with Tilde in tow. 

Meanwhile, Philip's monstrous 
sister-in-law (Paprika Steen) makes it 
abundantly clear what she intends 
to eat for breakfast: him. 

"I love you, you love me, you 
always did. Perfect match!" she 
growls. 

The wedding conceit and sun¬ 
baked locales of Bier's film conjure 
fond memories of Mamma Mia! but 
Love Is All You Need dodges the 
ABBA songbook while still peddling 
a winning formula of fizzing 
dialogue and longing glances.

IF you have no idea what a 
trapezoidal shape is, you might as 
well stop reading now, as the 
chances are you will not be the 
least bit interested in the new SEAT 
Leon. 

The third generation of the five- 
door, five-seater hatchback is the 
most stylish yet, and clearly created 
as the designer-suited member of the 
Volkswagen Audi Group. 

Priced from £15,670, and built on 
the group's so-called MQB platform, 
the Leon shares its underpinnings 
with cars as varied as the Audi A3, 
Skoda Octavia and, crucially, the 
Volkswagen Golf. 

If you could not care less about 
trapezoidal shapes and you have 
slightly deeper pockets, then you 
will be driving the Golf. 

If, however, you like your day-to- 
day driving to have a dash of 
Spanish spice then read on. 

Sharing the Volkswagen's group 
MQB platform means you are 
getting not only a shared chassis, 
engine and powertrain, but also 
everything else from body and trim, 
and safety features, to electronics 
and entertainment systems. 

To add more zing, SEAT'S 
designers were given free rein to 
produce a sculpted car, full of sharp 
creases, trapezoidal C-piliars and 
short, upward-pointing third 


windows. The SEAT design is most 
pronounced at the front of the car, 
especially when the Leon is fitted 
with the distinctive new full-LED 
headlights. 

Lining up against competitors like 
the Vauxhall Astra, Ford Focus and 
Honda Civic, the Leon comes in 
three trim levels and is the first 
family hatchback in the world to use 
a set of full-LED headlights, which 
SEAT says should outlast the life of 
the car. 

As a limited launch offer, SEAT is 
offering the LED headlight system 
combined with satellite navigation 
and a DAB digital radio for £500. 

I tried out a couple of new Leon 
models on twisting country roads 
around Gloucestershire last month 
and was immediately struck by the 
sharper handling and stability of the 
car, which is up to 90kg lighter than 
its predecessor. 

Although the car is slightly shorter

than its previous incarnation, the 
wheelbase has increased to give 
more space in the boot and more 
knee-room for rear-seat passengers. 

The entry-level 1.2-litre TSI petrol 
engine is fitted with a six-speed 
gearbox but the S-level trim is basic. 
Far better to spend a little more - 
and SEAT believe most buyers will - 
and go for the upmarket SE trim. 

Further models will also added to 
the Leon range this year. The three- 
door SC (sports coupe) will arrive in 
the summer and later in the year an 
ST (sports tourer) — estate - version 
will be launched. And all will sport 
those trademark trapezoidal shapes.

Used-car values at near record levels 


THE latest figures from BCA on 
used car prices show that the 
headline average value 
declined by 0.7 per cent in 
March, although year-on-year 
values were up by more than 
17 per cent. 

For the fourth month running, 
average used car values 
remained at £7,000 or more. 

Across the board, used cars 
averaged £7,000 last month, 
down by £56 compared to 
February but significantly 
ahead of March 2012 by 
£1,026 (17.1 per cent). 

Fleet and lease values fell back 
slightly from the record levels 
achieved in February, while 
dealer part-exchange values 
climbed marginally. 


However, post-Easter, buyer 
demand has weakened and 
conversion rates have fallen in 
the first week of April, 
suggesting there will be some 
pressure on values in the weeks 
ahead. 

Simon Henstock, BCA's UK 
operations director, said: 
"Although average values 
continue at near record levels, 
prices are high, largely as a 
result of the constricted supply 
rather than strong demand. 

"When seasonal variations result in 
the available volumes rising, 
the effects are quite quickly 
seen in the remarketing arena." 

Meanwhile, new finance offers 
across the Mazda range could 
see buyers securing a new car 


with no deposit from £169 per 
month. Customers buying a 
new Mazda 2, 3, 5 or MX-5 
can take advantage of a PCP 
finance agreement at zero per 
cent interest over 42 months, 
and no customer deposit is 
necessary. 

The same models also qualify for a 
deposit contribution from 
Mazda. The 2 attracts a £200 
benefit, with the 3 
automatically receiving £1,000 
towards its cost, the MX-5 
£2,131 and the Mazda 5 
£2,500. It means that as well as 
the 2 being available from 
£169 per month, the 3 costs 
from £249 per month, the MX- 
5 from £255 and the 5 people 
carrier from £295.
